The milkers work 
pairs and one assists the other 
bringing his string cows 
from their lot. The cows are 
not allowed together 
outside the barn, only one 
string being kept one lot. 
these lots and the 
various alley ways reminds one 
going through the Union 
Stocks Yards Chicago. The 
arrangement similar except 
that these cows are kept 
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much cleaner surroundings. the lots are 
feed racks for the hay and separate feed 
racks for the silage. The cows are kept 
these lots during the entire year and are 
only inside the barn while they are being 
milked. Some the lots have shade for 
the cows and others not.

Describing Grade Cows and Their Milk

JERSEY MILK FROM JERSEY Cows ONLY 


important ruling the California Bureau Pure Foods and 
Drugs, which will strictly enforced the future, according 
statements made Director Lea, great interest and 
benefit the dairy industry and particularly pure-bred cattle 
owners. This ruling relates the use breed terms, such 
Jersey, Guernsey and Holstein. strict interpretation the law 
defines Jersey milk being produced pure Jersey cows, that 
is, cows that come from the Island Jersey are pure descend- 
ents such cattle, making them eligible entry the Jersey Herd 
Book. Likewise, similar definitions are given for Guernsey, Hol- 
stein and Ayrshire milk. the past many dairymen have taken 
advantage the fact that people prefer milk from certain breeds 
and have labeled their milk Jersey, Guernsey, Holstein, etc., not- 
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withstanding the fact that the milk they sold under one these 
names was not produced from cows belonging that breed. 
said that certain cases the cows were not even the 
particular breeds whose names was used, but were mixed grades 
different blood, showing predominance some 
besides that which the milk was labeled. such case 
simple matter misrepresentation which the pure food authori- 
ties not intend permit the future. 


the belief many that farms and dairies often misrepresent 
the facts when they name their places after one the breeds and 
then proceed sell milk which not from that breed. For instance, 
farm might call itself Dairy Farm” and then stock said 
farm with Holstein, Durham and Guernsey grades. The consumer 
buying Dairy Farm” milk lead believe that 
being sold Jersey Milk. This would not fact unless every 
cow producing milk “Jersey Dairy Farm” was pure bred 
Jersey cow. This abuse carried even the central distributing 
plants the big cities. 


They might call themselves “Jersey Creamery” and then pro- 
ceed buy and sell milk all kinds, just sold other cream- 
eries. The consumer led believe buying Jersey products 
which not true, and being misrepresentation, the Pure Foods and 
Drugs Bureau means put stop it. 


The United States Department Agriculture and the Experi- 
ment Stations have for long time been trying increase the low 
average production dairy cows this country, which average 
far below the average other dairy counties. said that 
are 6,000,000 dairy cattle short. This shortage would more 

made the average production could raised only very 
little. The only means increasing this production the use 
pure-bred sires. Hence there have been launched the 
Bred Sire Campaigns” and they are attempting put pure bred 
sires every farm. This method improving the dairy stock 
the country known “grading up,” hence the offspring 
scrubs and native cows with pure-bred sire are known 
The ruling the Bureau Pure Foods and Drugs quite line 
with the “Pure-Bred Sire Campaign” and their purpose 
give protection those farmers are taking part this breed- 
ing process well those who the trouble and expense 
herds purebred cattle from which draw the pure- 
red sire 


Only those that have pure Jersey cows will permitted label 
their milk Only those that have Grade Jersey 
cows will permitted label their milk Jersey 
Others not having cows falling one these groups will not 
permitted use the term because would misrepre- 
sentation they did and this the pure food laws not permit. 


This subject somewhat new and comparatively few are vio- 
lating the spirit the law, the new ruling will not hardship 
many, but will great help and benefit building the 
herds the country encouraging the use purebred sires 
this indirect way, that its ultimate result, strictly enforced, 
will benefit all. The dairymen’s herds will improve and the 
creamery man who buys milk labeled will know 
that Jersey Milk and not grade milk milk some other 
breed, the case often now. 


this question just what consitiutes “grade” cow that 
giving the food law enforcing officials the most concern. defini- 
tion for grade has not yet been agreed upon breed authorities, 
but believed that most them will agree upon fifty per cent. 
pure blood for the breed claimed and that every cow 
herd whose milk sold under breed distinction must the 
daughter purebred sire dam. the cows are sired 
pure bred Holstein bull they would grade Holsteins and the same 
with Jerseys Guernseys. The mere fact that lot cows are 
black and white, carry any characteristics other breeds should 
not entitle them classed with the particular breed their

THE USE BREED NAMES MARKETING DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Pacific Dairy Review:—In your recent number the Review 
note your recent article entitled Jersey Milk from Jersey Cows 
which read with great interest, this very subject one 
that have wondered about many times the past. have been 
told that certain town central California there dairy that 
sells ‘‘Jersey Milk” yet the herd that produces the milk made 
exclusively Holstein cows. see great many milk wagons 
our city streets with “‘Jersey Milk” written the side, which 
feel quite sure, from knowledge that dairy, does not come 
from Jersey cows even grade Jersey cows. the early days 
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before became acquainted with the Guernsey cow used 
think that Jersey milk was the milk,—this state mind was quite 
general believe. But the milk one usually buys now 
not far different from just plain ordinary milk—which most likely 
is. 

have thought how unfair was the dairyman that had real 
Jersey cows and sold real Jersey milk, permit every Tom, Dick 
and Harry label his ordinary milk “Jersey just because 
the real Jersey milk was fine, rich milk, and the kind milk the 
consumer wanted and the kind would buy could, just be- 
cause said Tom, Dick and Harry had difficulty selling his ordinary 
milk unless passed off Milk”. for one, cer- 
tainly glad that the Pure Food Bureau going stop this misrep- 
resentation. The poor dairyman has not the time nor the means 
protect himself and there reason that should, for 
clearly duty the state. But imagine the Standard Oil Com- 
pany any other big corporation permitting every Tom, Dick 
and Harry labeling his oil whatever grade the peo- 
ple had been educated ask for. 

The very question came the National Dairy Show con- 
nection with the labeling Guernsey Milk. that time the 
president THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB stated that 
would have the matter investigated the United States pure 
food officials. Some seemed think that legal since 
some creameries, etc., were getting away with it. Evidently has 
simply been overlooked the past the misrepresentations finally 
became gross that could longer ignored. 

Last year this writer was interested large tract land 
the Antelope Valley which wished develop. Having built 
fine trade for real milk the city Los Angeles 
thought that would stock this cheaper land with cheaper 
grade Guernsey cattle and thus able tomake greater profit 
selling Guernsey milk. The writer did not feel that was 
right but felt that was legal and permissible and there was 
reason why should not carry out this plan. make sure 
applied the National pure food authorities Washington and 
later the State Pure Food Bureau and the privilege doing this 
was very positively denied, the plan was abandoned. 

Nothing further was thought about the matter until the authori- 
ties wrote asking for opinion what definition 
cattle should be. There was some question how much pure 
blood animal should have before could called grade Jer- 
sey, Guernsey, Holstein, etc. This writer feels very strongly that 
help the Department Agriculture try increase the production 
the dairy cow this country and meet the letter the law 
would necessary for every animal the herd have 
than per pure blood the breed which was called 
“grade.” Fifty per cent. doubtless sufficient meet practical 
purposes but suppose that pure bred Jersey was bred pure 
bred Holstein,—the offspring would grade Jersey and also 
grade Holstein and could produce milk either dairy producing 
Jersey Holstein Milk” which would 
hardly seem right. would also necessary for every animal 
carry this much pure blood called for, were 
only required that per cent. the blood the animals that pro- 
duced that milk pure, half the herd might pure bred Jer- 
seys and the balance scrub cows cows some other breed, which 
would not do. Just now necessary for every cow producing 
every cow producing ‘‘Grade Jersey carry more than 
per cent. pure blood the Jersey Breed. 

Milk coming from cows that did not, not being allowed use 
the term Jersey. 

This writer had heard from several breeders the various breeds 
since Director Lea’s article appeared your paper and they have 
all expressed their whole-hearted approval and support this rul- 
ing which doubtless the feeling all dairymen that have the 
best interests the dairy business heart. the article states 
there are but few that are present misrepresenting their milk 
and probably none that will wish continue doing after they 
are notified, still this should not prevent the authorities from put- 
ting this matter the right channel without delay favoritism 
and keeping there the future. They have the support the 
whole country doing so.

When this cow started her record, her production was 
not considered sensational, for aged Guernsey cow, 
she produced 68.32 pounds butter fat her first full 
month. However, she exhibited remarkable persistency, 
and jumped nearly twenty pounds her second month. 
She proceeded increase her production gradually, until, 
her sixth and highest month, she turned out 96.01 pounds 


butter fat from 1666.90 pounds milk! She even pro- 
duced just shade under eighty pounds butter fat 
her eleventh month. 


interesting note that when she made her class 
record 1920, which gave her sixth place that class, 
her highest month was her tenth, which indicates that she 
has always been persistent producer. That record was 
made her breeder, Mr. Sprang. The credit for her pres- 
ent record goes Gregg, the herdsman Shuttle- 
wick Farms, whose patience and kindness, together with his 
skill handling, have had much with her production. 
Mr. Gregg states that has handled very few cows any 
breed that responded treatment this cow has done. 


The economy with which she produced this large amount 
milk and butter fat shown the fact that simple 
arithmetic proves her have given over three and one-half 
pounds milk for each pound grain fed her. Her

with the averages for both imported and non-imported ani- 
mals, stated for each class. 

These figures indicate that appreciable superiority 
enjoyed either group. the single letter classes and 


will seen that the averages for the two groups are 
almost identical. classes and the imported animals 
excel, while classes and the non-imported animals 
possess the advantage. 

similar inconsistency noted the comparison 
double letter records. classes AA, and the 
imported cows lead, while the remaining classes the 
American bred animals hold the honors. 

larger number records made imported animals 
would have added strength the comparison double 
letter records. However, the data are presented with full 
understanding limitations.

HAVE been very much interested lately reading 
certain sires the different breeds whose progeny were 
mostly male female. Last year several near neigh- 
bors had practically all calves one sex from their herd 
bulls. This state affairs led study the sex the 
calves dropped the Mixter Farm during the past thirty 
years. interesting note that the eleven herd sires 
who had the most progeny find practically equal bal- 
ance, namely; 808 males, compared with 806 female calves. 
nearly every case where over fifty progeny were recorded 
from any one bull, the male and female influence was nearly 
balanced. Certain bulls would throw all male calves for 
period when suddenly the resulting progeny turned out 
female and would have heifer calves for several months. 

unable give the result the sex progeny dropped 
Mixter herd sires from cows sold heavy calf, but from 
calves dropped the farm the following list rather interest- 
ing:

Eleven bulls had 808 males, 806 females. Twenty-one

interesting note that date these ten females have 
given birth ninety-eight live calves. The number pro- 
geny regards sex practically balanced: forty-eight males 
and fifty females. studying the performance cow that 
has been great heifer breeder, find that for one two 
generations the results have been very encouraging. There 
would great majority heifer calves produced, but 
every case that have studied, found that the third 
fourth generation many more bull calves were dropped than 
heifers from the descendants cows bearing female progeny. 
comparing the number calves dropped from year year 
our own farms, find that while have from about 125 
175 calvings year, there practically difference 
year year between the number males and females born. 
Along this line, interesting record that have raised 
five twin heifers with bulls. every case, the heifer has 
proven non-breeder, and all five cases the heifer showed 
absolutely signs fully formed female generative organs. 
four out the five cases, the males have been sure breeders 
and the last male yet rather young bull and has not been 
bred female date. Another rather interesting result 
pertaining twin calves the case bull sold who 
had four sets twins from the first four cows 
Later the bull was bred sixty seventy cows and has never 
again sired twin. 

These figures and studies have been made only from one 
farm, but they cover nearly thirty years accurate records 
including over 3000 calvings, some little idea can gained 
regarding the average experience one should expect getting 
equal division male and female progeny. 

impossible study the different herd books the 
dairy beef breeds and gather reliable data this subject 
many calves dropped are neither registered nor recorded. 
Year after year bull may sire more progeny one sex than 
the other small number only considerd, but have come 
the natural conclusion that many numbers nature will 
balance this sex equation her own way.

What 
pity that the fear getting caught and punished often has 
stronger influence than the genuine desire and determina- 
tion play square game! 

Looking the question from all angles, can truth- 
fully denied that honest practices pay best the long run? 
Can even temporary gain offset the loss reputation that 
Many our breeders can remember the 
time when only very lucky men very good judges cattle 
dared buy cattle auction. today there are 
occasional cases dishonest claims for animals that are put 
for sale. But the general trend towards the clean sale, 
and longer risky business for ordinary farmer 
attend auction sale pure bred cattle. There are many 
chances for improvement even yet, but the whole, the 
sale game becoming safe and sane. Reputable sales man- 
agers and auctioneers, and the local breed associations are 
all doing their bit establish confidence the modern sale 
ring.

“There another feature this connection that worth dis- 
cussing. sale reports are made read more optimistic than 
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the facts warrant those breeders who may have attended the sales 
and are full possession the facts would recognize them at- 
tempts color the news and they would immediately and logically 
reach the conclusion that other reports were similarly colored and 
every statement conditions the industry would taken with 
grain salt. the aggregate, such feeling would disastrous 
from the standpoint the publication, and would harmful, 
likewise, from the standpoint bringing about more stable and 
satisfactory conditions the

BOVINE INFECTIOUS ABORTION 


DR. GEORGE POTTER 


writer was called upon recently undertake the 
treatment herd which outbreak infectious 
abortion had made its appearance. For the purpose this 
article the herd will known Herd A., Portland, Maine. 
The first step taken was draw samples blood and have 
them submitted the agglutination test determine the 
extent the disease the herd and learn which animals 
were harboring the infection. There always the tendency 
try find other causes than the infection abortion 
disease account for breeding troubles and the test aids 
establishing the true condition. report the test was 
received due time, and study was then made the 
herd records learn the breeding history the individual 
animals. The reactions the test corresponds closely 
with the records the animals health and disease that 
prompted the writing this article. Acknowledgement 
made the Bureau Animal Industry, Washington, C., 
for performing the blood test. 

table was prepared, listing the animals they stood 
the stable, and their ages and the number calves produced 
each were recorded. Opposite the name each animal 
was entered its reaction the test. The breeding record, 
both good and bad, was obtained from the records and the 
herdsman’s knowledge the cows. The breeding efficiency 
each cow was then calculated, the number living off- 
spring being checked against the number calves that she 
might reasonably expected have had within her re- 
productive period. Finally, the value each animal 
producer milk was entered. This last was done because 
the relative value cow might influence the decision 
her final disposition. discussion these various factors 
will given following the table. 

RECORD 

study this table shows that there were nine positive 
reactions, namely: Nos. 10, 12, 27, 28, 32, and 34, and 
gave questionable reaction. All these aborted 
gave birth weaklings that died shortly after birth. Nos. 
and gave only traces reaction. Four and 
gave evidence trouble but comes within group 
that will discussed later. will seen that the posi- 
tive and questionable reactions were borne out the his- 
tories the respective animals, obtained after the results 
the test had been received. 

There were twenty-two negative reactions. These, however, 
were not all conclusive for several the cows reacting nega- 
tively aborted had difficulties various kinds. Therein 
lies one the limitations the test which present knowl- 
edge does not permit satisfactory explanation. No. 
gave birth dead calf and No. had difficulty breeding 
and her calves were poor. There also appear this group 
two related families which furnish more than one half the 
breeding difficulties the herd. They are highly inbred 
and various weaknesses developed this process may have 
been accentuated the infection abortion disease. Some 
these animals reacted while others did not. 

The family which will designate Family represented 
half sisters, Nos. and and their offspring. Reference 
the table will show that No. aborter and has other 
weaknesses. daughter, No. 29, unthrifty and af- 
fected with abscesses. She difficult breeder and her 
calf was born dead. Neither No. nor her offspring the

She has one good record production 
but her bad disease record makes her doubtful value 
breeder. She now bad condition. daughter, No. 20, 
trace reaction but her calf was apparently helathy 
and she classed good producer. 


Three out four the aged cows that comprise this 
group have reacted negatively although they have aborted. 
This failure aged cows react has been observed before 
but though cannot assign reason, must not ignore 
their records estimating their part maintaining the 
disease the herd. These cows are popular family 
and have good producers. They are interesting because 
their mingled strength and weakness. Their breeders, 
striving intensify certain desirable qualities, have also 
imposed weaknesses. All are familiar with the idea that 
breeding animals are judged their progeny. This 
less true the transmission tendencies susceptibility 
and resistence disease than the transmission other 
qualities. may that the weaknesses had not yet mani- 
fested themselves the ancestors but doubtful whether 
the breeders considered that factor; they were looking only 
the pedigree. These families are related through the male 
line, the sire and being the brother had 
desirable pedigree but said have been weakling and 
appears have transmitted some his weaknesses. Investi- 
gations have shown that bulls not frequently harbor the 
infection abortion disease, nevertheless, they may transmit 
the tendency and breeders must look for strength and 
dom from disease the male well the female line. 


Fortunately there another side the picture. Studies 
reveal that there may strong families that not readily 
abort spite the presence the infection. This may 
not adequately shown single study but and others 
have observed the tendency. This resistance disease 
demonstrated negative evidence and longer period 
necessary for determining this quality. The cows not 
abort but continue produce healthy offspring regular 
intervals. seem have such family the herd under 
consideration. No. was bought advanced age be- 
cause she has consistently produced healthy calves con- 
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siderable worth. She the mother fine bull calf which 
being kept for future herd sire. She also the mother 
13, very persistent breeder and heavy producer 
the record shows. This resistence only relative quality, 
however, and may not presume too much upon 
longed exposure unfavorable treatment may lower the 
stamina animal the point where infection takes 
place and disaster results. Two daughters 13, Nos. 
and 12, have aborted, following close contact with aborters. 

Another factor appears the study. No. good 
cow, but test where she was being forced for record 
she was made sick injudicious handling. owner 
must his part well the cow the greatest efficiency 
maintained. 

No. was bought because her pedigree. She has 
produced nothing but weakling calves that have died, and 
her weakness will cause her elimination from the herd. No. 
said have been the first aborter the recent out- 
break, introducing new and virulent strain mfection. 

This study given because typical the common 
experience and exemplifies the problems that the breeder 
must consider. Last year the breeding efficiency the 
herd was high. Infection had been introduced and few 
abortions had occurred. The aborting cows 
handled perfunctory way and adequate precautions 
had not been taken. severe outbreak the logical result. 
The survey shows that this year material lowering herd 
efficiency has occurred and only thorough going system 
and careful handling will restore that efficiency. 

summarize: All positive reactors the blood test 
for abortion disease have aborted given other evidence 
the disease. Some that gave negative reactions also 
aborted. 

Certain families seem manifest tendency suscepti- 
bility the infection abortion disease while others are 
relatively resistent. 

aborting herd, efficiency can restored only 
taking into consideration all the factors, breeding 
eliminate the weaknesses and establishing thorough going 
system herd management that will limit the infection.

COMPARISON ROUGHAGES FOR MILK PRODUCTION 


RECENT study the 

Candlish and Earl Weaver, resulted 
rather disastrously for some partic- 
ular feeds. Some farmers who have 
been pinning this faith timothy, 
hay and corn fodder will see lesson 


this experiment. The trials re- 
ported here appear indicate that: 

The use corn fodder instead 
corn silage reduces milk produc- 
tion six per cent. and fat production 
three per cent. 

When the value dry matter 
silage was worth sixty-six cents 
per 100 pounds that corn fodder 
was worth thirty-two and half cents. 


McCANDLISH WEAVER 


With silage valued $4.50 
per ton, acre corn yielding eight 
tons green feed and converted into 
silage will yield $36.00 worth feed, 
whereas, converted into fodder the 
value the crop will reduced 
$16.21 per acre. 

When timothy hay used 
replace alfalfa hay good dairy 
ration the production milk and 
butter fat reduced seven per cent. 

With alfalfa hay $15.00 per 
ton, timothy hay worth eighty-six 
cents per ton for feeding producing 
cows. 

Whe corn fodder and timothy 
hay are introduced ration 
place corn silage and alfalfa hay 
there decrease eighteen per 


cent. milk and fourteen per cent. 
fat production. 

When the two poor roughages, 
corn fodder and timothy hay, are fed 
together, this combination gives 
them slightly higher value individ- 
ually than where one fed with 
good roughage, but good production 
economical returns from the feeds 
can not obtained. 

Corn silage and legume hay 
(alfalfa) are the best roughages for 
dairy cattle, while corn fodder and 
timothy hay are poor.
